How far his
environment shaped his destiny is
heyond analysis, but to the end of|
his career, which overlapped two-
thirds of a ecntury, there survived in
it mueh of the temperament and
view-point of the early pioneer.

In education he was not erudite,
but in his modest activities there ap-
peared a'homely wisdom horn of ip-
stinct and experience. He was not
brilliani, but was' rather a persistent
plodder who reached a poal by un-
flagging gait rather than by swift,
intermittent flights. His dynamie
virtue, which constituted the bedrock
of whatever he achieved of success|
and reputation, was that he “stuck
to his ih."

Of the simple type was the frame-'
work of his character, like a tree
with few trunk branches and those
grown sturdy by years of struggle.
